THE laſt Letter I recciv'd from thee, 

was juſt the Minute before my Flight 
from Spain with my Emthalia : So that I had 
no Time to Anſwer it then, at leait, ro your 
SarisfaCtion, in an Account of all rhe Re- 
ligions of thoſe Countries 1 have paſsd 
thorough ; the Ship being ready to et 
fail, my Miſtreſs wairing tor my coming, 
and my felf full of eager Defire and Ex- 
pectation. 

But I have not room here, to give thee 
an Account of my Adventures, in carrying, 
of the Nobleſt Prize Emrope e'er was Mt- 
ſtreſs of ; and which the proud Ca/tillias, 
with all his Boaſts of America: Treatures, 
can never parallel. Ill reſerve rhat till our 
late Arrival in A/#z, being now at the Cape 
of G64 Hope, whither we have had a prot- 
perous Voyage; in which I have comply d 
with your Detire, and drawn an Extract of 
all that I obſerv'd, worth t:king Notice of, 
mn the Religions of the ſeveral Nations LI 
have viſtted, 

D 3 T his 
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This Place ( call d by the Emropears, the 
Cape of Good Hope,) furniſhes me with an 
Obſervation that have not before met 
with : That 1s, T hat there are Nations which 
have no Notions of a Deity,nor any Footſteps 
of Worſhip and Adoration. Nature, indeed, 
has beſtow'd a Countrey on them, Rich in 
all its Circumſtances, a Soil that's pregnant 
in Metals, as well as all forts of Fruit. The 
Dwtrch have 2x Garden of about a League in 
compaſs, in which grow all the Simples, 
Trees, and Fruit, the whole Univerſe aft- 
fords in greater Perfection than in their pro- 
per Climes. $So that, indeed, the Natives 
might well rake their Countrey for their Pa- 
radiſe, did they but improve 1t as it might, 


and then would be more excufable for ' 


their Irreligion, 

But as to my Account, I ſhall m it follow 
the Method of my Travels, without touch- 
mg on any thing but what you defire, the 
Religions of all the Nations that I have 
ſeen ; and that as conciſely as may be, that 
bubje&t alone being ſufficient to exceed the 
bigneſs of a Letter. I ſhall begin with 
the Iſhnd of Zeilon, or Ceylm; and 
with the Courſe of the bright Planet, 
and Store-houſe of Light, the Sun, come to 
your Native Countrey, and little World of 
Exelaxd,

( 1,) Leon, 
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(1.) Zeilon, as it contains ſeveral King- 
dams, (o it has ſeveral Religions, For there 
are Mahometans, Chriſtians, and Idolaters. 
Theſe Laſt drink no Wine, no more than the 
Firſt ; and differ not, in the main Principles, 
from moſt of the Eaſterly Nations. The 
Bramins, or Prieſts, are in great Veneration 
with them; who Believing the erempſyeheſar, 
never Eat of any thing that has ever had 
Life ; living very regular Lives : But that 
which is odd in them, is, That they adore 
that Beaſt all Day, which they meet firſt in 
the Morning. A Worſhip not leſs Pleaſant 
than Extravagant, to have a freſh God for 
ery Day ; and might make them at laft, 
perhaps, adore the True One, if they lifted 
their Thoughts above the Beaſts; tho' ris 
true, that ery Creature has a Particle of the 
Deity in it; and fo in varying their Wor- 
ſhip from one to another, they may, at leaſt, 
adore a great many Particles of him. And, 
indeed, an I»finite Being, methinks, ſhould, 
at leaſt, have One Day given to the Adora- 
tion of each of its minuteſt Particles. But 
I juſtifie no Idolaters ; becauſe, perhaps, they 
are not ſenſible of what I apprehend. 


_ ( 2.) The Coaſt of Corcmandel is 
furniſh'd with various Religions, Chri- 
ſtian, Muhometan, and 1dclatry, Of the 
Firſt, there are Two ſorts; thoſe of 
St, Themas, that are of the Greek Church, 
D 4 and 
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and the Exropean Chriltians, the Portyy- 
weſe, I mean. There are behides, Arme- 
zians, but tew of them; The 1d{zters dif. 
fer in nothing rem.rkable from thoſe of 
ZLeilon. 


(3.) Beneal is almoſt all 1ao/atrows, Adultery, 
tho' puniſh'd by Cutting off the Noſe, is 
yet very common z; they being, like other 
Nations, better furniſh'd with Frecept than 
Praftice. If the Opinion of your Nymph; 
be not here, they yet adore the River Ganves 
with Divine Worſhip; and are of Opinion, 
That irs Waters are fo Holy, that it waſhes 
away all the Sins of thoſe that enter it. The 
Religion of this River is ſpread ſo far, 
that the King of Nar/iga ſends to Ganges 
for all the Water he uies in his Purihca- 
tions. 

Water, indeed, ſeems naturally to have an 
Affinity to Purgation ; and might, perhaps, 
be of ih enough to cleanſe the Soul, if the 
Spots it receives from Vice, were as eaſily 
waſh'd off, as the Impurities of the Body. But 
{ can imagine no reaſon tor the Adoration of 
a-River,unleſs for its gratitying their Intereſt, 
who do it. If ſo, your Londoners have as 
much reaſon to be Idolaters of the Thames, 


to which they owe more Wealth, than the ' 


inhabitants of theſe Parts do to the 
Ganges, 


(4-) Th? 
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(4.) The vaſt and powerful Kingdom of 
Pegw. is almoſt all Idolatrous. They are 
magnificent in their Pagods, having ſome of 
Beaten Gold. In the Varela, or Temple of 
the King,there are Three of Silver : and One of 
Maſſy Gold, in the Shape and Proportion of 
a Man, wearing on his Head a Crown of” 
Precious-Stones ; on its Fore-head, a Ruby as 
big as a Plumb ; on each Side, a Pendant of 
neſtimable Value ; a Scart about its Middle, 
and a Chain of Diamonds oer it's Shou!l- 
d&rs ; behdes others of greater Value, of ſe- 
veral Compoſitions, They believe, T hat the 
Chief of the Gods, (who has feveral Gods 
under him,) 1s the Author of all the Good 
that Mankind enjoys; but that he leaves to 
the Devil the difpoting of all Evil. And 
for this reaſon, they bear a greater Venera - 
tion to the Devil, than ro God ; becauſe the 
One will do 'em no Harm ; and the Orher * 
muſt be appeas'd with Sacrifice, thar he may 
not: All Men naturally takins- more care 
to Appeaſe a Fowertul Enemy, than: be 
Grateful ro an Obliging Friend. Afenadays 
their Sabbath, or ar lealt; rherir peculiar Day 
of Devotion. They have Five Principal 
Holyaays they call S1pAarnr, I, J4parn Giac C1: 
the Pilgrimage of the King and Queen, in 
al their Grandeur. 2. Sapan Carena, in 
Honor of the Great Statue mention'd : To 
which alſo the Noblemen erc& Pyramids 
f Cane, curiouſly - and -richly adorn'd,

each of the Nobility having a Pot of the 
fame, with which they waſh themſelves, by 
ſprinkling all over: nor can any pals the 
Streets, without being waſh'd from the Win- 
dows. +5. Sapan Donan, when a Race is 

rform'd in the King and Queens preſence, 

y Boats, as they paſs to /deccao ; the {witt- 
eſt gains the Prize, Their Church-men 
are more rational, and are calld 72/aps: : 
They live by Alms, and preſerve a great Ve- 
neration to themſelves by their Exemplary 
Lives. They give the People not only a 
Sermon, when they come to Church ; but go 
about themſelves to ſummon them, by the 
ſounding a Braſs Baſin. They meddle not 
with Points of Doctrine, (that, indeed, re- 
lating not at all to the Good and Happinels 
of Lite, but the contrary ; ) and believe Good 
Works more conducive to Eternal Happineſs, 
than Fauh: The One being abſolutely Certain 
and Neceflary;and the Other,Dark and Uncer- 
rain,and of no apparentUle. T his makes them 
infift on the Points of Morality, which con- 
duce to the Good and Safety of Mankind in 
all its Parts. They are not therefore angry 
at thoſe who change their Opinions to Chri- 
{tianity,if their Lives be afterdward pious and 
regular. 1 hey condemn and preach againſt 
the Offerings the Commonalty make to the 
Devil ; endeavouring, tho' to no purpoſe, to 
extinguiſh 


a 
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extinguiſh this Cuſtom. They go Bare- 
foot ; live in Woods and Deſarts ; Eat but 
once a Day. The Piety of their Lives gains 
'em great Honovrs after their Death : T heir 
Aſhes are ſcatter'd into the Rivers, and their 
Bones bury'd near the Place where they 
livd. 

Certainly, my Friend, thou wilt agree 
with me, That theſe Men are Happy ; living 
ſo exact to the Law of Nature Themſelves, 
and perſuading Others to the ſame. 


(5.) Siam 1s one of the molt Conliderable 
Kingdoms of the Indies, and is all Idolatrous. 
Here,as well as in other Parts of the dies,the 
White Elephant they think to contam ſome- 
thing in it Divine. Their Clergy, Regular 
and Exemplary in their Lives, have a kind 
of Hierarchy under a High-Prieit, ro whom 
they all pay Obedience : tho his Authority 
in Spirituals be ſupreme, yet is as ſubject 
to the King as the reſt of the Subjects. The 
moſt Learnd and beſt Qualify'd are choſe 
Priefts, and Preach to the People on Feſti- 
vals, and do Sacrifice to their Idols. "Tis 
Burning Alive to have to do with Women 
in the Prieſthood ; but thoſe that can't con- 
tain, may quit it, and be abflolv'd from their 
Vow of Chaſtity. Each Temple or Moſque 
has a Convent of Prieſts to fay their Daily- 
Prayers; which they perform conſtantly, 
Morning and Evening, The Revenues of the 
lemples, the Charity of the People, and the 
Dona» 
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Donations of the Nobility, maintain 'em, 
Fhere are alſo Nunneries of Old Religious 
Women, ſituate near the Temples, that 
they may be preſent at the Offices and 
Prayers there. A laudable Point of Religion, 
my Friend; and much more reaſonable than 
that of your Exropea::s,who ſeclude the Young 
as well as Old from theſe innocent Pleaſures 
Nature has ordain'd them. *T1s true, theſe 
Siamite Devotee's make no Vow, nor have 
any particular Rule or Diſcipline ; the Pub- 
lic Rires of their Church being ſufficient for 
the: laſt ; and the Impotence and Dilagree- 
ableneſs of their Age, ſupplies the detect 
of the firlt. They beheve « ne is One God 
that created the Univerſe ; ſubordinate to 
whom are ſeveral other Gods, by whom the 
Supreme God governs the World. An Opti- 
nion, my Friend, not much dittering from 
that of ſome of you Chriſtians ; nor, imdeed, 
trom- Reaſon.

T hat 
ro =_ from this VVorld to the next, the 
Soul muſt goover a very narrow _—_ 
of Canes, from which the wicked fall into 
naſty Miry place,there to remain for ever:and 
the Good proceed to a Manſion of Pleaſure, 
much like to your Poets account of the E- 
[yfran Fields. Afurder, Theft, Adultery, and 
other Crimes they think no Sins. The only 
Sins being the covering their Secret parts at 
certain times; to wear Silk when they ſhou's 
wear Cotton; n2t to have deſtroy'd Children 
in their Mothers VVomb, who can't Law- 
fully bear a Child till Thirty or Thirtyfwe 
years of Age. They adore ſeveral Gods, pat- 
ticularly Tamagiſanhach, and Sariachſoygh, 
the former abides in the South preſiding, 0 
the generation of Mankind,who receives trom 


him all that's excellent in Body or _ 
VVYken 
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VVhen it Thunders in the Eaſt, they ſay 'tis 


his VVife Taxank panda chides him from her 


bode there, for not ſending Rain to the 
Earth, which on her ſcolding he immediately 
does. The other God dwells in the North, 
1nd deſtroys all the benefits, beſtow'd by the 
former on Mankind, diſhguring his Face with 
the ſmall Pox, and incommoding him with 
other inconveniency. They Adore and pray 
to both; one to protect, the other not to in- 
jure them. Thetwo Gods of VVar Talafsla, 
and Tapaliape , are only invocated by the 
Men. Contrary to the Cuſtomes of of the reſt 
of the known World, this Iſland has none 
but a Female Clergy. Theſe Prieſteſles they 
call Inibs ; whoſe Worſhip conſiſts of Pray- 
ers, and Sacrifices, the latter of Swine, Rice 
Hreca, fome particular Liquor, Deers and 
Wild Boars Heads. After theſe Prieſteſles 
have fed heartily on theſe Offerings, the 

proceed to Prayer, which is long join d wit 

everal diſtratted Motions of the Eyes, till 
falling to the ground they make dreadful 
cryes, and ſhrieks: after this they lye immo- 
veable on the ground extended. In this po- 
ſture they affirm 'tis that their Gods Commu- 
nicate their Mind to 'em. After this they 
get up to the top of the Pagod, and walking 
rom one end to t'other Pray, again; then 
[trip ſtark naked, ſhew their Privy parts to 
their Gods, ſtriking them with their hands, 
then call for Water to waſh themſelves in the 
face of the Congregation. Each houſe has 
Its 
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it's Oratory, where all that is there ſpent, 
is offer'd to the Gods by the Women ot the 
Houſe,upon whoſe ſickneſs the /::1bs perform 
It with a hundred extravagant Ceremonies, 
tor all which they have their Reaſons, 


(19) We now, my Friend, come to Ching, 
whicÞ as tis a Country of a vait Extent, 6 
there are various Religions: Idolaters I con- 
tets make up the greatelt part ; but they are 
not ſo groſs as to Adore Srocks and Stones, or 
Images of Gold, cz. as if Gods, but only 
Reverence them, as the Repretentations of 
their Divinities and Saints, 1 hey aftirm that 
all things Viſible and Invifible were made 
by Heaven, and in this not much different 
from you, which they expreſs by the flt 
letter of - their Alphabet. They believe that 
Heaven Governs the World by a Vicegerent, 
whom they call Zaocon Tzantoy ; for him 
they have the greareſt Veneration, next the 
Sun, and affirm him to be an increated Spi- 
rit, The ſame they affirm of Cax/ay, that 
has an. abſolute Power over all ſublunary 
things. The Miniſters of theſe three Spirits, 
they term Tanquam Teiquam, and Tzm- 
am, The firſt preſides Oyer the Air and 
Yan, the ſecond over the Generation of 
M-n, and other Animals, the third over the 
Sea, Saints they have Canoniz d by them 
ſelves, tho' not honour'd by Divine Wor- 
=_ There are ſome of rhe moſt Ignorant 
and Vulgar, invoke the Dezi/, and uſe m- 
cantations 
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| cantations. Theſame is done in moſt Coun- 


trys of Exrope by the Ignorant, either in fan- 
cy or reality. Some have this opinion of the 
Creation, that the Heavnes, Earth, and Wa- 
ter were Eternal, but ſo confounded together 
na Chaos,that a Divinity;only cou'd ſeparate 
them, How many oft your Politer Exro- 
zeaas have the ſame opinion. They ſeem to 
make two Creation + of Man-kind, one in Pai- 
wn, and Parſozxa, made by the Supreme 
Deity,of nothing, the Race of Tanhbom ( pro- 
ducdby Panzon ) and his thirteen brethren, 
being deſtroy d after they had livd on the 
Earth for Ninety T houſand Years, and a ſe- 
cond Creation of Man in the Perſon of Lor- 
utzen, They believe the Immortality of 
the Saul, and affirm that Heav'n Communi- 
cates its Eternity to 1t, in Happineſs or Miſe- 
ry, after Death, according to e'ry ones Me- 
it, They hold a Purgatory to cleanſe the 
Souls from the impurities contracted from 
the Bodies they inform'd, and that they can 
de reliev'd by the ſufftrages of the living, and 
have their ſet times of performing theſe Ce- 
remonies. The Aferempſychsfis ipreads very 
far here, as well as others pirts of Aſa. They 
have ſeveral Orders of Religious. They uſe 
Beads in their Devotions, and uſe not a few 
Ceremonies at the Funerals of the Dead. 
Polgamy is Lawful , as 'tis in ſome of your 
Chriſtian Countrys, as in «/Erhiopia, and the 
Country of the Abaſſtiner. 

Petore I proceed, I muſt ofter two or 
three 
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three Reaſons in defence of the Merempſychſ, 
or tranſmigration of Souls, an Opinion ſpread 
farther than any other in theIWorld,in whid 
my ſelf was bred, tho' perhaps I have ſome 
doubts of ſome particulars of it. Knowledge: 
is certainly a part of the Happineſs to come, 
that is,to know the Nature of all things ; the 
ſureſt way, and perhaps the only is by Tranſ 
migrating through the whole Univerſe 
Creatures: after which our buſineſs with the 
ſl —_ World being over, we may by 6 
grees paſs above the Ertherial Heavn's, better 
qualified Companions cf the Omniſcien 
Deity, both for purity and knowledge.

Theſe Braman: pretend a pe- 
culiar advantage above all other Creatures, 
being produc'd from the Brain of their God 
Brama, whilſt all beſide were deriv'd from 
his more ignoble parts. This Brama they 
ſuppoſe to have been the firſt Man produc'd 
by the great God of all /:/thul or Etrara, 
from alFlower that ſprung from his Navel as 
he was playing with a leaf, he found on the 
vaſt abyſs of Water,before the Creation,with 
his Toe, having for his diverſion transform'd 
himſelf into a little Child, The firſt thing 
Brama did, was to give God thanks for ma- 
king him a Rational Creature: which grati- 
tude pleasd God ſo well ,* that he yu 
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him not only power to Create the World .

(28) There are vet two other ſorts of Pa- 
2a; in this Kingdom; the firlt called Indoxs, 
they kill , and eat all things but an Oxand 
Cowand as they are Soldiers have few Points 
of Faith. 


(29) The other are call'd Jexrives, who 
likewiſe inhabit” Golconda, they are Ignorant, 
& have an implicit Faith in the beliet of rheir 
Bramins ; which is that at firſt there was bur 
one God, who took others, that were hrit 
Men, into a participation of his Power, as 
their Heroic aGtions merited : and to theſe 
they pray. They believe the Immortality and 
Tranſmigration of Souls, and therefore hate 
effuſion of blood. Beſides all theſe there is ano- 
ther ſort call d Theers, that have no Religion 
atall; not but that they have a notion of a 
Deity,but being the tcum of the People, Ex- 
ecutioners, Scavengers, Cc. they practiſe no 
Religion. Theſe are all the moſt confidera- 
ble ReligionsI have obſerv'd inthe Dates. 1 
ſhall now proceed. UL 3 (30) The 
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(30) The Perſrins are Aſabometans, and 
hold che Aſcorar as well as the Tiwrks, and 
Atoguls; yer T have obſerv'd that they are ene- 
macs to each other on account of MS of 
Opimon. This difterence I learnt by my 
Converſation with a Perſian Meolla, of a very 
ſentible . and generous temper. And tho, 
my Friend, Men are naturally fond of the 
Principle they are brought up in to Bigot- 
try; yer this ingenious Perſian was above it, 
and gave me this account of the ditfterence 
vurwixt theſe great Propagaters of abs 
melilm, 

It conſiſts in different Interpretations of the 
Aowran, in not having the fame Sarnts, nor 
17iracles, nor the ſame 47:/ques or Ceremo- 
nies. Further, the principles of tkeir Relig- 
on differ. They Worſhip Aly the Nephew, 
and Son-in-Law of Mahorer, Husband to hs 
Daughter Fatima, and his Sons Haſſan, and 
Hoſken, and Schich Sofi, deſcended in a right 
line from Adſnſai Kaſem the Son of Aer 
Soft firit aſſerted the Right of At, and the 
uſurpation of the Califate by Aonubeker, 0- 
mer, and Oſman, the three Father-in-Laws 
of Aahomet: and that God much offended 
at it, had rais'd, and qualify'd him for the 
Reſtoration of the Glory of Aly, and as a 
confirmation publiſh'd ſeveral of A's Mira- 
cles ſuppreſs d by the malice of the Tark. 
That the Interpretation of the Alcaran was 
given by Ab, which his ſucceſſor Teaferje 
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d«ckpubliſh'd, which tho - contrary in many 
things to Hamfe, whom the T»rks tollow,yer 
more rational. 'or this reaſon the Perſrans curſe 
Abubeker, Omar, Oſman and Hanife, as Impo- 
{tors and make Aly,tho not God,yet very near 
him.in Excellence, andſay that God,detign d 
the Aicorar tor Alztho by miſtake it fell into 
the Hands of Adahomer. They ;lay there is 
but oneGod, Aahomer the Apaltle of God, 
and Ay the Coadjutor or Lieutenant of God. 
they preferring him even to Mahomer, They 
repute and Pray-to ſeveral of Aly's hrit ſuc- 
ceflors, as Saints, in number twelve, to 
which they add the Inſtitutor of their Sect 
%p above-mention'd. To the Sepulchers 
all theſe they go on Pilgrimage, where 
the Pilgrims have a Certificate given them, 
that they ate true Perſian Mnſſnlmans. This 
Certibcare faves their Lives. againſt the anger 
of. thelr Kings, tho' it be for abjuring. their 
Religion. The Commentators they follow 
are chiefly, Aly, and Tzafwrzaduch,, the Twrks 
follow Hanife : the V/hegnes, Tartars, and 
heaians admit alſo ils and. Matt. 
Twoud fill aVolume to give you all the diffe- 
rences of Interprerations,they being as nume- 
rous, as Verſes that relate. not to Morality, in 
whydhl have obſerv'd moſt part of the:World 
agree, as well' as the Mabometans, Differing 
m, their Saints, they muſt by conſe- 
quence differ in their Feftivals, rhe 
mermory . of the Death. of Haſſar, and 
Hoſſein, is Celebrated e'ry year,s with great 
E 4 Solem- 
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Solemnity, in{//pa>an, with the Preſence of 
the King, Among other Solemnities , Men 
and Boys wound themelves, and ſpurt the 
Blood all about their Bodies, in memory of 
the Innocent Blood of Hoſſein», ſpilt by his 
Enemies:andthey think this expiates ſome of 
their'Sins, and gains certain Salvation if they 
Dye betore the Feſtival is ended. I have ob- 
ferv d,my Friend,that there are but few N- 
tions, but have provided in their Religion, a 
Puritcation for the Sins they commit, expu- 
ting with a Trifle the greateſt Villanies. Ano- 
therthey have of Chidader Nabbi,who with E- 
tias they ſuppoſe to have drank of the Water 
of Immortality: which two they ſuppoſe ſtill 
living,one in the Water,t other on Earth,tho 
invitible. They beheve none can periſh by 
Water that pray, and vow toChiaaer, and in 
Febraary is his Feaſt. After they have treat- 
ed their Friends, they ſet a Wooden Diſh full 
of Meat for Chidder : and if they -find any 
footſtep 'in the Room, or the Impreflion of 
Fingers in the Meal next morning, 'tis a fign 
he accepts it. Theſe and the other Feſtivalsof 
their particular Saints, are peculiar to Perſ, 
All the Fables about whom wou'd be endleſs 
to repeat to you; and the manner of their 
Pilgrimages, ſeveral of which they have be- 
ſides that of Aecca and Adedina, common 
to all Mahometans, Sofi inſtituted a Faſt of 
forty days very ſevere, to Dye in which is al- 
ſo certain ſalvation, Polygamy is Lawful in 
Perſia, as well as other places of Adahome- 
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tif, Nor is the uſe of Men and Boys pu- 
niſh'd, and indeed, my vricnd, why ſhou'd it 
be a crime here, which their Frophet promi- 
ſes them 2s a reward of Virtue in Paradiſe, 
Nay Incelt it ſelf is rolerated. Give me, m 
Friend, a Religion that places future Happ1- 
neſs, as the reward of W orks, not Faith: the 
firſt agreeig with the Inſtitutes of Nature, 
and the neceſſity of Society; and the laſt ter- 
minating in words only, an eafte ſubterfuge 
for all manner of Villany , making them the 
darlings of Heaven , whoſe Athions diſcover 
them the enemies of Heavens nobleft Work, 
haman kind. The Perſians place a great 
Faith in Aſtrology, thinking the profeſſors 
of that Science the Mouths of Fare, and 
learn'd in the great Volume of the expanded 
Heavins. They contemn all the Ecclefia- 
ſtick Ceremonies of the Twrks inſtituted by 
Aoubeker, Omer , and Oſman, and Hanife: 
and tho' they purify themſelves by Water, 
as well,as the Zzrks,yet after another manner. 
They turn toward the South, when the 
pray, and are very devout. They have alto 
another Lent that laſts a Month e'ry year, 
They Dedicate their Children to their 
Saints, 

Their Opinion of Corporeal delights in 
Paradiſe, with fine Boys and Beautiful Vir- 
gins with always freſh Maiden-heads, with 
the reſt of the Legends of the Alcoran, you 
know;and are too long to inſert here. Their 
Belief, and Hiſtory of the Alcoran, being the 
E 5 molt 
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moſtChildifh of any I have yet met with.Their 
Morality is good,but rather Advice than Pre- 
ep andis therefore in lefs efteem. There are 

: ide Alabometans in Perſca, Armenian Chi- 
thans, whoſe Points of Religion you know 
better than I, 


(31) Beſides theſe there are a fort of Ps 
£425, calld Kebbers, who, as far as I cou'd 
diſcover, have neither Baptiſm nor Circum- 
cifion, nor Prieſts nor Churches, nor any 

ooks of Devotion; but only have a Venerat- 
on for Fire, They believe the Immortality 
of the Soul ; and have a Notion of Hell, and 
the Elyzian Fields. When _ -one Dyes, they 
ler a Cock out of his Houſe, and if a Fox 
catch him, they aſſure themſelves of the Ha 
pineſs of the Deceas'd. If this Trial 51 
they have another more certain and infall- 
ble.They dreſs the Dead in their beſt Cloaths, 
and adorn'd with all the moſt valuable things 
he hasof Jewels, &c. ſet him upright in t 
Church-yard, anc! if Crows, Ravens, or an 
other ravencus Bird pick out his rightEye,hes 
held a Saint ; if the left, he's held one of the 
Damn'd, and accordingly Bury him with 
reſpe& or contempt.

ana to you. I hope the Seas permut- 
ted the Ship I ſent my laft by, to come 
ſafe to Erz/and, elſe this will be imperfect, 
having in that run through all che Opinions 
of the Eaſt, as far as the Bounds of Perſ6a. 
I _ now begin with Cathay, bordering on 
China, 
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(1.) The Tartars of this Countrey, and 
all others that have not receivd Mahome- 
tiſm, adore the Sm, Moon, &c, Fire, Earth, 
and Water, Which Worſhip, tho' errone- | « 
ous, 
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| ous, ſhews a Gratitude for the Benefits they 


yield to Humane Life. Each Morning, faſt- 
they offer their Food to theſe Deities. 
They believe there is One Supreme God ; 
but worſhip him not, nor pray to him. 
Idols they place at the entrance of their 
Tents, and to him offer the primitie of 
Milk, Meat, Drink, and the Hearts of Beaſts : 
All which, when they have been plac'd before 
theſe filken and felt Gods all Night, they cat 
inthe Morning. To the Rmgerer's Idol they 
offer a Horſe, after that to .be rid by none. 
They are fo devoted tothe Traditions of their 
Religion, that a Breach of them is Death, 
or a Penal Summ of Money ; tho' in trifli 
Matters, as touching the Fire with a Knife, 
medling with young Birds, &c. which are 
forbid. They ſet Mares Milk before the 
Dead ; and his Friends cat a Horſe, and 
burn jts Bones, for his Soul. The Hide they 
ſet upon a Pole, that he mayn't want a Tent 
in the next World. With him they bury a 
Horle and Furniture, befides a Mare, a Colr, 
and his Gold and Silver. They purihe e'ry 
thing, by paſſing it between two Fires. Spi- 
rits they feed, by caſting Mares Milk into 
the Air, or pouring Kt on the Ground. 
Among their Religious Order, (many of 
which they have,) there is one, call d Sen/m, 
who eat nothing but Bran fteep'd in hot 
Water, They believe the World was created, 
and the Tranſmigration of Souls.. . They 
oblige none by force to be of their Region, 
2.) The 
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(2.) The other Regions poſleſs'd by the : 
Tartars, which ſpread from China along the 
great Ocean, North-Weſt of Japan, to the 
utmoſt Bounds of Aſia, over a valt Conti- 
nent, found moſt of the Caſpiar-Sea, and to 
the Frontiers of Perſia : ſome of which are 
Taolatrons, others Mahometan ; ſome, but 
very few, Chriſtians, (catter'd up and down, 
in Sanchion there are ſeveral Monaſteries of 
idols, co whom they dedicate their Chil- | 
dren ; and on Feſtivals, ſacrifice Rams, for 
their Preſervation. They eat the Fleſh, 
but preſerve the Bones, as holy Reliques, 
Before the Corps of a Grandee, they {et a 
Table, furniſhd with Provifons ; whoſe 
Odour, th-y ſuppoſe, refreſhes the departed 
Spirit, and heartens it again'* the burning of 
the Body : With which they cat into the 
Fire the Pictures of lus Wives and Servants, 
to ſerve him in the other World.

Their Idols have many Heads, and their 
Reliques are wall d in. 
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( 4.) In Swccniy they offer Perfumes made | 
of RKhnbart. 


 (5.) In Canazn, they proſtitute their Wives, 
Siſters and Daughters to Strangers, in honour 
of their Idols.

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(6.) In 24ag, the Sick vow to offer their 
Blood to their Idols, if they recover. To 
theſe Idols alſo they facrifice Rams with 
Black Heads ; which, with Spicd Drinks, 
they eat, with Singing and Dancing. They 
worſhip toward the North, and ſet their 
Temple-Doors open toward the South. This 
was all the difference I obſerv'd, as to the 
Religion of all the Tartars ; except thoſe 


| who were Mahbometans, who are generally 


of the Sect of the Twrks, and hold the Suc- 
cellion of Abubeker, Omar, and Oſman ; the 
Interpretation of Hamnife and Malek. 


(7.) The Circaſſians (famous for Beauti- 
ful Women, and Ugly Men,) are a medly 
of Religions. They Baptize and Circum- 
cle; and are indeed compos'd of both 
Chyiftian, MMahoretan, Jews, and Hdolaters, 
As to their Religion ( I mean, they have 
One thing remarkable, That they never 
enter their Churches till they reſolve to 
leave off Vice; that is, till after Forty Years 
of Age : after which time, they rob no more, 
They ſeem to adore a Goat's Skin, which, 
at the Funeral of the Chief Lord of each 
Village, is ſet up at its Entrance, The Privi- 
ties they cut off, and caſt againſt the Wall ; 
and if they ſtick there, they worſhip them. 


(8) Arme- 
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(8.) Armenia, Syia, Jndiage Ag 5pt, ths 
b:ia, Anatclia, and all the reſt of Aja, and 
Fart of Exrope, under the dorginion of the 
Ticks, are Mahometans, of the Sect of Omar: 
The difference betwixt which, and thoſe of 
Hap have given you in my former, atleaſt, 
as far as I cou'd learn, when I was in Peru, 
trom an honeſt Mela, or Doctor of the Lay, 


(g.) In Nova Zembla they have no eſk- 
bliſh'd Religion, as I cou'd;leamn, but ther 
Adoration of the Sw, during the Half Year 
of its preſence ;. and the Adeon, and ANeth- 
Star, mn the time of its abſence. To thee 
they offer Yearly Sacrifices of Deer ; all 
which they burn,” except the Head. 


( 10.) Among the Sawodies, every, Family, 
or Tribe, has.its Temple, —— fol 
fce.. The Eldeſt is the Prieſt, adorn'd with 
Fiſhes Teeth and Banes, and a_ White Gar- 
land on's Head, In their Divine-S&rv 
inſtead of Singing, he Houls till he + 
down as One dead : riling again,. orders a 
Sacrifice of Five Deer ; then thruſts a Sword 
half way into his Belly, with ſeveral other 
Illuſions, their Religion conſiſting v1 nothing 
but Sorcery and Illuſions. Wuth thele we 
may joyn thoſe of Lapland, and moſt of 
thoſe extreme Northern Countries, which 
are wholly ſubject to the Juggling Tricks ot 
their Wizards, and their whole Religion lyes 
in 
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in Incantations. Does it not ſeem ſtrange, 
my Friend, that Countries bordering on Chr:- 
fendom, ſhould want Inftruftors in better 
Principles, fince the Chriſtian Prieſts pretend 
to ſo much Piety and Zeal for the Propa- 

ting of their Religion. Believe me,Friend, 
ky owe their Ignorance to their Poverty, 
and the Sterility of their Frozen Countrey. 
The Priefthood would have convey'd the 
Light of the Goſpel ro them, had not Na- 
ture deny'd 'em ſo much the Light of the 
Sun, that they are deſtitute of rich Merals 
to gratifie their Pride. And 'tis evident, 
'tis no Zeal for Religion, but Gold, that 
makes the timorous Pedants paſs ſo many 
Seas to the New World of Pmerica, fince 
they can have no Eye of Regard to theſe in 
far greater Ignorance nearer home. I ſhall 
ſay nothing of the ſeveral Religions of Ex- 
rope, as to their Principles, except the 1{a- 
hometans ; an Account of which 1 ſhall now 
give you, tho, perhaps, you are better ac- 
quainted with them Jour ſelf. I know you 
are perfe&& in all thoſe that profeſs the Name 
of your Great Prophet, Chr;/f. I will not 
therefore ſay any thing of Moſcovy, Livonia, 
Lithuania, Polaad, Tranſl vania, Moldavia, 


Valachia, Greece,” Dalmatia, Germany, Hun- 
gary, the Low-Countries, France, Italy, Spain, 
and the reſt of Exrope ; but end my Account 
with that of the Jabomeran Religion, as 
fhort and conciſe as I can.

wetans Religion is- the Alcoran, as the Bibl: 
is that of Chriſtianity. 'Tis divided into 124, 
Chapters, and he promiſes to him that reads 
this Book over a Thouſand times, a Woman 
in his Paradiſe, whoſe eye-brows ſhall be as 
wide as the Rain-bow; an extravagant Beau: 
ry, my Friend, nor much to be covered , if 
all her parts were to be proportionable, un: 
leſs he was to encreaſe to a like bigneſs. Bur 
this is not the only abſurdity, 1f we take 
the Alcorar in a litteral ſenſe,which the more 
Learned of that Opinion deny, making the 
whole but an Alegory. Their Law is divided 
into eight parts or Commandments. 1. That 
there is but one God and his Prophet Ada 
met, . 2, Preſles the duty of Children ro Pa- 
rents, and defines it, 3. Of the love of Neigh- 

urs to each other. 4. Of Times of 
Prayer in their Temples,and how the br 
metans are oblig'd to pray five times every 
day. $5. That a Lentof thirty days is to be 
kept yearly and ſtriftly, 6. Prefles Charity; 
and Alms-deeds to the Poor in a very em- 
phatic manner. 7. Obligese'ry one to Mar: 
ry at twenty five years of Age. 8. Againſt 
Murder. To thoſe that obſerve this precept 
he promiſes a Paradiſe, which he either re- 
ally or allegorically compoſes of all the ct- 
fects and concomitants of luxury and 
eaſe, and all ſuch things as yield the greateſt 


pleaſure, and are of the greateſt value with 
us 
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us here; as Precious Stones, purling Brooks, 
fowry Meads, Beautiful Women, with eter- 
nal Maiden-heads, Ganymeds, Gold, &c.-For 
the Tranigreſſors of this Law , he has pre- 
pard a Hell with ſeven Gates,where their Li- 
quor and Food ſhall be Fire, where they 
ſhall be bound in Chains,and tormented with 
(calding Water. He teaches the Reſurrection 
as well as you. The Alcoran befides all this 
eives ſeveral Judicial and Moral Precepts, 
a5 to abſtain from Swines Fleſh, and that of 
Beaſts, that are not kill d. Directs their 
Fridays Devotions (that being their Sunday ) 
witha great dealagainſt Adultery, Ufury,and 
indeed all other Vices that pervert our man- 
ners,& render us leſs profitable to our Neigh- 
bours, and by confequence to Humane Socie- 
ty; the encreaſe and preſervation of which 
was Mahomer's peculiar Aim and Intercit.He 
directs the Pilgrimage to. Mecca, commends 
Friendſhip, is againſt Cowardice, and forgi- 
ving Enemies; and Teaches that none can 
o”=_ before their time, and none avoid Death 
when their time is come, A good precept, or 
at leaſt a-political one to take. away fear 
of Death: "Tis a thing no danger can bring 
before its allotted time, nor defer beyond ir. 
The Mahometans alſo believe that all that 
Dye in the Wars, goimmediately go to Pa- 
radiſe: a good encouragement to fight bravely, 
when the force of education periwades that 
the worſt effect of War, Death, is ſo much 


detter than the beſt of Peace, Lite, and Pro-

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ſperity here, They are againſt all Images in 
Temples, efteeming it Idolatry, chink kw. 
lawful to drink Wine. They believe a good | 
life-in all Religions will bring Men to Farz 
diſe, which wou'd ſeem to deſtroy their prin. | 
ciple of forcing all to their Religion,did they 
not affirm that the {nſſrrlmans are all in; 
higher and more excellent Paradiſe than the 
belt of the reſt cf the Work). They holdtha 
Aves, Chriſt, and IMhemet ſhall at the Re 
ſurreftion appear with three Banners, and 
the followers ot rhem, rank themſelves unde 
each. They believe Works merit Heaven: 
and that e'ry Man has two Angels, one

It was my fortune, in my Giro of Hall, 
to paſs ſome Weeks at Yenice ; when Seg- 
nior Cornaro Villicano was Doge, or Duke of 
that City ; ro which honourable Retreat, or 
rather Friton, he was remov d from Genera 
liſ/mmo of thew Forces. Being poſleſs'd of 
this Dignity, he had rime to-think of ſome- 
thing elſe, - befides the Forming a Camp, 
the Attacques of a Town, or the Ambulſcades 
of the Field, Perhaps you may think now 
that I mean Religion? But, ſweet Sir, 1 
humbly deftire you would not fo pervert my 
meaxing : For the Venetian; how Magnificent 
loever their Churches may be, are too ſenſible 
of the ill Effects bigotted Zea/ha® had mn the 
other Parts of 'the World, ro ler their Stare 
be open- to-any Danger on that Side, which 
is ſo well ſecurd from the envious Blows of 
Fate every other way. And to ſay truth, [ 
IT am of Opinion, That to this Indifterence 
which they have in the Aﬀairs of the next 
World, they owe their flouriſhing Grandeur 
and Securiry-in this. Yenice, by theſe Coun- 
ſels, having continu'd in this auguſt Por: 
for near One Thouſand Years, it being, in 
the time ' of Charles the Great, able to cope 
with that Monarch, as ſucceſsful as he 
was.

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It was not Furwrity, therefore, that enter- 
rain'd our - Doge, during his Magnificent Re- 
tirement ; bur what the eſent Time aftorded 
molt worthy of” regard. For he refolv'd, 
fince he hadin his Youth contributed ſo much 
to the Deſtruction'of Mankind, (I mean, by 
the neceſſary Effects of War,) he wou'd now, 
to his power, repair that paſt Damage, in 
caſting in his Ate toward the Generation 
of more, State-Aﬀairs he feem'd as little to 
care for, as the Jealouſie of ther Conſtitu- 
rions cou'd defire : Tho' ſome were to un- 
reaſonable as to imagine, that he defign'd, by 
the eaſieſt and molt impolitic Paſſton,to cover 
over his violent Ambition ; beheving that 
he thought it his ſecureſt way to gain an un- 
bounded Dominion, by ſhewing a neglect 
of even that which the Law allow'd him ; 
and thatnothing could take away a Sufpicior. 
from him, more than his acting the Z-cr ; 
fince 'tis generally thought, that Zo: an 
Ambition are \eldom ſuch good Friends, a:

T.H 1 $S Plot and Conſpiracy, which now 
makes ſuch a Noiſe among the vulgar, and 
which ſo many of the ſtirring Nobility ſeem 
ſo much ro intereſt themſelves in, has another 
Deſign than is vulgarly apprehended,and ano- 
ther Cauſe. Cornaro, the preſent Doge,derives

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few Years ſince, there was an ambitious, 


turbulent Advocate advanc d, according ro- 


the Cuſtom of this City, to the Honour 
of a Nobleman of Venice. Burt this Dizraty 
was not enough ; he aim'd ro graft his up- 
ſtare Blood in the bett Family of the Com- 
monwealrth. Fernando, Cornars's Brother, 
a Man Brave in his Temper, and a Iirue 
and Faithful Friend ; nor did he want Judg- 
ment and Policy ; only that could not avail 
him againſt the Onfets of Love; He had 
ſeen the Daughter of C9ri4nas, thats the 
Name of | this new dignify d Commoner 1 
mention d,) and was not a hrtle taken with 
her : She had, indeed, ſome Wit, a great 
deal of Pride, and ſome ſhare of Beauty. 
Fernando was cunitint in his Addrets ; which 
her Father knew, and indulg d privately, 
ordering her to admit him to all the Li- 
berties of Lovers, except the laſt, to try 
whether ſhe could prevail with him to mairy 
her. She comply'd with her Father's Or- 
der, as far it was in her Power ; but the 
Liberties ſhe had commithon tc grant, de- 
rivd her of the Power of denying the 
It Teſtimony of her Love. Time Afyes 
on ; Fernanao till purſues his Amour; finds 
her meet him in Enjoyment with an equal 
Fire, when-ever they cou'd improve the 
pe that were allow! cm fo 
well. 
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But at laſt, Bianca (that was her Name) 
finds her ſelf with Child, beyond hope 
of concealing it; and was, in the end, 
fain, upon Examination, to own it to her 
Father. He preſently finds out Cornaro ; 
prefles the buſineſs fo home, that he order'd 
tus Brother to marry her. And no Obſtacle 
oppos d it but the youngeſt Brother of all, 
a Youth, not fully Eighreen ; who openly 


aſlerted the diſdam he had, that his Bro-- 


ther ſhou'd joyn ſo mean and ignominious 
a Family with one fo Illuftrious. But this 
barr was remov «| by the careof OldCor1iande, 
The brave Youth, in a day or two, dy 'd ſud- 
denly, and Fernando was marry'd to Bianca, 
But his Brother s Death, and an after-Con- 


fideration of what he had done, made him, 


ſeem indifferent to his new Wife, who had 
brought him a Child, as well as a Portion, 
in Marriage. 


The Indifference of F:rnando was not 
without Effect on his Wite ; ſhe had catt 
her Eye upon a Youth, a Domeſtic of her 
Husbands, and was rcſolv'd to gratiftie her 
Pleaſure by him, ſince ſhe no longer had, nor 
defir'd any from her Husband. The iumperi- 
ouſneſs of her Temper,her mſufferable Pride, 
and other ill Humours, with no good ones, 
and a wondrous decay of that moderate 
Beauty ſhe had, made Fernando wholly 
torſake her Bed, and give himſelf ro the 

N Embraces 
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Embraces of more grateful Beauties, I ſhall 
not deny (ny Love, ' ſaid Faliettd,) that I 
have not had a few, Addreſſes from- him; 
nor has he always gone unrewarded. Bidxca 
was even with him; and- loſs'd no opportu- 
nity of Pleaſure with her Domeſtic that ſhe 
cou'd gain ; till weary of him; ſhe try'd all 
the Males of her Fatnily, and at laſt tent to 
Signior | Gorbrxlo; a young 'Noblteman' then 
famous for his daily Intriegues with the La- 
dies, and gains what ſhe defir'd of him ; who 
never let a Lady larigwſh for him in vain,

'Twas now .Three/Years Biahea had kept 
on this Courſe, and was now. again with

By St, Matk (reply d Fernanas) I have not 
thnch'd ber theſe Three Tears, Corbulo was 
prefent, and paſsd fome Jeſt, and a little 
Railery upon the Occaſion: Which. gave 
ſome Suſpicion, that he had more reaſon to 
be congratulated for his Firſt-begorten, than 
Fernando ;, who being inform'd of it, made

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uſe of that Friendſhip he pretended to have 
with him, -to make that Diſcovery he de- 
frd. © Corbalo wasia Man of little Honour, 
thoi'of much Wit; and Succeſs with the Fair, 
and therefore  promis'd to teſtifie before the 
Senate, That ſhe had been his Whore. And it 
being now known in the Family, that Fer- 
nanao reſolv'd to be divorcd from her, her

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But the manner of his Death bemg fo

in all the Niceties of Conrtly Breeding : 
but above all, being extremely Handſome, 
as well as Witty. Theſe, as I have faid, 
gave him admittance to the Ladies Favours ; 
which he never refus'd, and often fought af- 
ter; eſpecially it his Friend had erther a beau- 
tiful Wife, Siſter, or Daughter : Succeſs at- 
rended him where-ever he laid Siege to the 
Fair; and he ſet no Bounds to his Dehres, 
but what reach'd as far as his Abilities to 
perform. TJ#lia, tho' marry d to a Coulm- 
German of his, . to whom he was - much; 
oblig'd, could not efcape his Addreſſes, nor 
ſecure her ſelf from the Attempts oft one ſo 
well-skill d in deluding Womankind. 71/74 
had a Heart ſoft and amorous, (tho' till chen 
ſhe had maintam'd the Reputation of ſeverc 
Modeſty,) and cou'd not refift the Love 
of. ſo taking a Gallant; bur tho' ſhe was 
now extravagantly fond of him -m her 
Heart, ſhe. yet with all the Art of Diflimu- 
lation diſguis'd the Extremity of her Pat- 
hen. Burt all ker Care witheld not long 
the acceptable Secret from him; which 
Diſcovery 
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Diſcovery made him reſolve to make uſe 
of the firſt Opportunity , to accompliſh 
his wiſhes. Gieromymo her Husband being 
oblig'd to be. at the Senate all night, he ha- 
ving intelligence of it, ſtole into Julia's 
Chamber, and hid himſelf till ſhe was come 
to bed ; and then uncrefling himſelf, he 
came and preſld to come into bed to her ;

Mother. It was thus, Corbxlo was admit- 
red by Helvidia one night into her Father's 
Houſe, and into her Bed ; but his ſtum- 
bling in the dark wak'd the Lady her Mo- 
ther, who hearing him go into her Daugh- 
ters Chamber , ſtole trom her Husband, 
who was faſt aſleep, and came after him 
thither, before he had been in bed half a 
quarter of an hour, but had faltned the 
Door, and ſhe wou'd not open it, preten- 
ding ſhe was afraid to venture out of bed, 
nll her Mother threat'ned to wake her Fa- 
ther, and have the Door broke open ; fo 
that ſhe in ſome haſt threw his Cloaths to 
the inſide of the Bed, and let her Mother 
in, and fo immediately run into her Bed 
again : the old Gentlewoman with a hght- 
ed Taper in her hand came in, and began 
to examine her Daughter about the noiſe 
that ſhe had heard, and the opening and 
fhutting of her Chamber Door : and ſuf. 
picious of the Truth, began to look about 
the Room, and under the Bed, but no bo-

The 
Maid; who was none of the beſt for keep- 
ing a Secret; the next day told it all to 
her Sweet-heatt, and fo from one to ano- 
ther it became the ralk of the whole Ci- 
ty : 1t was conhrm'd too by a "Servant of 
Gieronimo's, Who happend to come by 
when he was drefim Fem(clf in the Streer. 
Talia loon heard of Je Adventure, which 
- her into a violent fit of Jealonſe and 
ndignation , that ſhe ſhould be left for 
zanother leſs fair as The imagin'd. Pom- 
poaid reſented it like a True Wife, which 
made Ciurbaulo have but a very uneahe a- 
bode at home. But all hitherto was bur 
Sul 
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Surmiſe and Hear-ſays of uncertain Ru- 
mours, which cou'd not be father'd up- 
on any one; but Helviaia prov'd impa- 
tient of his abſence, ſent a Letter by an 
1gnorant Servant to him, to accuſe him 
of neglect of her, and want of Bravery 
in being bauk'd by one bad Accident, the 
Letter was lefr with his Wife for him, 
who jealous of him to a great degree fince 
this Report, made bold to break it open 
and peruſe it; where ſhe found an un- 
welcome Affirmation of what before ſhe 
only conjectur'd. But Helvidia had not 
ſer her Name to it, either out of defgn, 
or neglect ; which prevented Powponia from 
carrying it to her Father, and by her Ru- 
in revenge her ſelf of the Injury ſhe had 
receivd. All that ſhe coud do, was to 
run into her Daughters Chamber full 
drive, to exclaim againſt the Man , ſhe 
by her inſtigation had made her Husband, 
Tulia was making ſome Verſes at that in- 
ſtant on the Ingratitude and Inconſtancy 
of Corbulo, which with ſome Confuſion 
ſhe hudled atide when her Mother came 
in ; but buſtling farther to get from her 
writing poſture at her Toylet, ſhe unknown 
to her ſelf let them fall.

moſt ingrateful and inconſtant of Men, 
Tu 
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calld away by a Servant to go to her 
Husband. Pomponia walking about the 
Room , ſpies this Paper on the ground, 
which taking up to put on her Daughters 
Table, by chance caſt her Eye on it, and 
there ſpy'd Corbxlo's Name newly written 
by Tlias own Hand. This made her 
with a lirtle more Earneſtneſs peruſe ir, 
and found it a Copy of Verſes not quite 
finiſh'd ; complaining of his Inconſtancy. 
Pomponia read them over, but had 
ſcarce finiſh'd them when ſhe fell into a 
Swoon, with the Paper faſt graſp'd in her 
Hand ; in which Condition 7/4 quick- 
Iy returning found her, iſnatching her Ver- 
ls out of her Mothers Hand, clapt them 
into her Pocket ; being follow'd almoſt at 
the heels by her Husband, who entred 
before ſhe had recover'd her, and was 
much ſurpriz'd at that ſtrange Accident. 
Pomponia at laſt came to her ſelf, fo far 
as to be able to be convey'd to her Bed; 
where ſhe would not ſuffer her Daugh- 
ter to come near her, and in a few days 
dy'd. Falia truck with this fatal Conſe- 
quence of her roo criminal Amour , be- 
gan to repent of what ſhe had done :

10. Cophties, 11, Armenians. 12. Habaſſines. 
13. and Afaronites. 


The Romans and Proteſt ants, 1 ſhall treat 
of laſt, becauſe nearer home ; the other E- 
leven Sets may be reduc'd to Three Princi- 
ples, wiz, The Gretians, the Jacobites, and 
Neftorians; to which the reſt have ſome Re- 
lation, 


1. The Grecians acknowledge the Supre- 
macy of the Patriarch of Conſtantinople , 
and believe, (1.)

2. The Swians, or Melchites, are of the 
Grecian Religion in all Points, only they are 
under the Juriſdiction of the Archbiſhop of 
Damaſens, by the Title of Patriarch of A»- 
r#;ch, that's now almoſt deſolate, and not of 
the Patriarch of Conſtantinople. 


But to avoid Confuſion, in underſtanding

3. The Georgians are of the Greek Reli- 
gion in the main, but not dependant on the

and ſubject to that Patriarch, but have ſeve- 
ral Innovations and Fancies of their own, 
mixt with Religion, The Circaſſtans, (eſpe- 
cially the Gentlemen- of that Country) heer 
Divine Service at the Church Door, ne'er en- 
tring 1t till paſt Forty Years of Age; they alſo

4. The Muſcovites, or Ryſſtans, are alſo 
of the Greek Communion ; they mingle the 
Bread and the Wine together, in the Chalice, 
with a Spoon. They are more ſcrupulous 
as to the Repetition of Marriage, ſcarce al- 
lowing a Second, but very ſ{cldon) tolerating 
a Third, except, on extraordinary emergen- 
cies : their Prieſt and Deacons mult be mar- 
ry d before they can be admitted to Orders. 
1 hey have a Patriarch of their own now in 
Afo/cow, tho formerly, as they were conver- 
ted by, were ſubject to the Greek Church. 


5. The Neſtorians are m their Eccletiaſtic 
Government, ſubject ro. Biſhops, and they 
to their Patriarch reſiding at 1uzal, the an- 
tient Ninive, as ſome think : Yet they are 
ſpread as far, in ſome ſmall Numbers, as 

ie Juaies, They believe, r. That there are 
T'wo Perſons in Chrift, as well as Two Na- 
tures. 2. They call not the Blefled Virgin 
the Mother of God abſolutely, but admit 
her to be term'd the Mother of God the Son. 
3. They believe Neftorixs, and. other Do- 
Ctors of their Church, Condemn'd for He- 
reticks, by ſeveral general Councils, as 
Saints., and reje&t thoſe Councils , and all 
that followed after them. 4. They uſe lea- 
ven'd Bread in the Sacrament. 5. Commu-

8. The Jacobites have alſo a Hierarchy of 
Biſhops, ſubject to their Merropolitans, and 
Patriarch : They 1. acknowledge but one Na- 
ture in Chriſt, and therefore make the Sign 
of the Croſs with only One Finger, as t 
other Eaſtern Chrifttanns do with Two. 
2. Before Baptiſm, they imprint, with a 
burning Iron, the Sign- of the Croſs in the 
Face, or on the Arm; They Circumciſe both» 
Sexes. 3. They reject the Council of Chat- 
gedon, admitting none but the Three firſt 
general Councils, They Adminiſter the Sa- 
crament to Infants.

10. The Habaſſines, or eAthiopians, have 
a Patriarch they term Ab»»na.

Conſtcrate the. Sacrament in unleavened 
Bread ; Communicate in both kinds; and if 
ftanding, Adminiſter it ro their very Infants, 
as foon as Chriſten'd ; they Baptize the Males 
Forty Days after their Birth, and the Fe- 
males Eighty. They elevare not rhe Sacra-

11. The Armenians differ very little from 
the Grecians, They uſe unleavened Bread 
m the Sacrament; mingle no Water with 
the Wine; abſtain from all unclean Beaſts.

13. To come now nearer home. The 
Romans hold the Supremacy of the Pope 
over all the Biſhops of Chriſtendrme : The 
Jeſuites maintain, That hes infallible in 
Points of Faith, not Manners, as being the 
Vicegerent of Chriſt, for the certain Guide 
and Direction of his Church ; others believe 
him fallible, except when join'd with a ge- 
neral Council, which compoles the Eccle- 
fra aocens, which they deny can. be deceiv'd 
in the Directions, that naturally, and of 
neceſſity, are incumbent on them. They 
hold Contetlion to a Prieſt, of their particu- 
lar Sins, who, they believe, has Power froms 
Chriſt to forgive the Penitent Sinner, and. 
uſe the fame Abſolution, that is in the V ifta- 
tion of the Sick, of the Church of Eng- 
land.. They adminiſter the Sacrament bur in 
one kind , even to the Prieſts themſelves, 
when they. receive,. on Aanndy Thurſday, 
the daily Communion of th * Maſs, where the.

Holy-4day, to go 
to Confeſhon, and receive rhe Exmcherift, at 
leaſt once a Year, at or near Eafter ; to keep 
Faſting: days, and Holy-days, eſtabliſhed by 
the Chureh ; to pay Tithes, &c. They pray 
for rhe Dead, and to the Samtrs; for the 
Firft, to deliver them from Purgatory ; to 
the Laſt, for their Intercethon ro God ; are 
again{t the Marriage of rhe Clergy, obliging 
them all to a Vow of Chaſtry. They Ce- 
I:brate their Service in Latin. Are tor the 
Merit of Good Works, &<. 


'Twould 
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'Twould be too tedious to run through all 
the Points of. this Religion, m which tit 
differs from the Proteftants- in general, or 
any particular Sect of Proteſtants in parti- 
cular, fo many Volumes having been fill d 
with that Subject, and e'ery Pulpit giving us 
2 careful and: ſufficient Knowledge of this. 
[ ſhall therefore paſs from this, to the Pro- 
reſtants beyond Sea, divided into Calrini/ts, 
Lutherans, Socintans, 8c. 


14. Lather opposd Indulgences, Inveca- 
tion of Saints, Image-Worſhip, Free Will, 
Pope's Supremacy, Excommunication, Tem- 
poral Poſlefſions of the Clergy : Held Com 
{ubſtantiation, that Councils might err, that 
Antichriſt was not a particular Perſon, that 
Faith only Juſtify'd ; that to the Faithful 
Man, Sin 15-not imputed. He held Organs, 
ſet Form of Prayer, ſinging of Plalms-: He 
rejected the Epiſtle of St. Pax! to the He- 
brews, that of St, James, the Second of 
St, Peter, and that of St. Jade, as not Ca- 
nonical.

Kingdom 
of God to come, which, to them, mult. be 
to Judgment ; therefore, they never- ule it, 
but when they receive the Sacrament.

And this 
5 the Reaſon, that when a poor Poet 15 bilk'd 
by their damnable Cat-calls, and kifling of 
the Fruits of his Third Day; he tells em in 
his Preface, they are a Company of Il-na- 
tur'd, uncivil,i1gnorant,ungentlemanlike,Cc -. 
And immediately appeals to you, moſt Lear- 
ned Potential Gentlemen ; and tells you, 
That Old Ben was Condemn 'd by his Cri- 
tics, tho' Exalted by us his Poſterity, fo 
you ought to keep up the Humour, and 
give them a better Fate with you, than they 
met with, on. their'own Days.

I might here end, for all what I have 
toilay, which is not one Word ont to the 
Purpoſe, but that it wou'd not be Modiſh, 
all my Brother Preface-V Vriters doing the 
fame; a long Preface being a Reputation to 
the Book, and Author. 

Perhaps therefore, ſince you are not in thi 
Age I hve in, you may have a Month's 
Mind to know what the Age 1s you are £0- 
ming into, If fo, Gentlemen, 1 muſt tell 
you, that your Defire is a little unreaſonable; 
for the duce take me, if I can tell : Doctor 
differ {ſo much about it, that I could find un 
my Heart to ſay nothing at all of 2;

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Epigramatiſt ; in Zaw, above Dalron's Con 
trey Juſtice ; or, the Towung Clerk's Gmiae 3 in 
Hiſtory, Burton of the Civil Wars; in Poy- 
ſick , Culpeper, or, Religion Founding, Sal- 
won, and fo on. But virs, if you come to 
another , a Fortunate Hero of Parnaſſus, that 
has met with the good Fortune of a full 
Houſe, on his T hird Day, and he ſhall tell 
you, 'tis a learn'd, critical Age; and that 'tis 
the moſt difficult Thing mn the World, to 
write to its guſto; what pleas'd heretofore, 
being now infipid, ſo much is its reliſh re- 
find, and its Wit and Sence improvd, 
Ther go but ro Church, where a poor Jour- 
ney-man Divine holds forth, and he ſhall 
tell you, 'tis a Wicked, Aborminable, Baby- 
loniſh Age, where eery one cag.get into 
Scarlet but himſelf, till he has dealt Hell 
and Damnation, about to his Pariſhoners ſo 
long, that to ſtop his Mouth, they give him 
his Qxietws, or a good Benehce. But go to 
hear an Incumbent; that's a ſpiritual Poly- 
gamiſt, and he'll tell you, 'Tis a Godly Pi- 
ous Age ; that we are ſecure from Tk and 
Pope, and in the flouriſhing State of the Re- 
formation. Thus the breaking Citt ſhall tell 
you, T1s a poor, wretched, beggerly Age; 
and, that an Alderman has no more Money 
than a Courtier. But go to a good Fat Uſu- 
rer, and he ſhall tell you, That Money is 
Plenty on good Contiderations. Thus Gen- 
tlemen, I cou'd run on for Half a ſcore Divi- 
ſons of the Age more, with as lictle certain- 


ty 
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ty as this, One Flutering Bear , Swears 
Tis a damn'd, lewd, protuſe drunken Age; 
and, that there's ne'er a Woman from. Twrle- 
ſtreet, to Wapping, that's Honelt : Another 
Swears, "tis a chaſt, ſober Age, eſpecially if 
he have no Money, without which, there's 
ſcarce any Whoring or Drinking in his Age. 
But if you will needs know, what I think of 
It, I muſt cell you, I think nothing at all of 
it yet, till I ſee how it likes my Book : For, 
let us Authors pretend what we pleaſe, we 
are alof Bays's Mind, and judge of the Age, 
as that judges of our Pertormances.. It 
therefore my Book ſucceed, it ſhall be 
a learned, godly, and wealthy Age; if not, 
Fill down with it, and it have neither 
Wit, Wealth, nor Devotion, but ſhall be 
the Devil of an Age. And gad, toſay Truth, 
tis not much better; and, 'tis a Miracle to 
me, that it ſubfiſts : E'ry Man hates his 
Neighbour, that has either more Money, 
more Honour, or more Wit than himfelt ; 
nay pad, if he do but pretend to ſo much, 
or half ſo much. The Women are not more 
Friendly to each other ; and ſhe that has ei- 
ther more Beauty, or more Lovers than the 
reſt, or pretend to have any, is ſure to 
be auld by 'em moſt unmercifully , 
with their Weapons , their Tongues. In 
ſhort, Gentlemen, you wou'd wonder, that 
the whole Age did not fall rogether by the 
Ears, if you were to run through halt the 


Converſations of it : you ſhall meet m_ no 
any 
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Man, but you'd think an Enemy to all the 
reſt of the VVorld that's abſent, and the 
deareſt Friend ſha'nt eſcape his Railery : So 
that to me, that am a very conhdering Gen- 
tleman, 'ris a greater V Vonder that any of 
us ſleep in a whole Skin, than that the Seas 
don't overflow the Land, &&c. 

The Authors they Quarrel, as twere pro 
Aris & Focts, and perhaps, 'tis not for much 
leſs; their Country and Religion, as well as 
the Clergy 's being their tereſt, and their 
topmoſt Ambition and Intereſt 1s to ſhake 
off T hread-bare Coats, and that they may 
not be forc'd ro bilk their Lodgings, their 
Bookſellers, their V Vhores, and their Apo- 
thecaries. And this, Gentlemen, 1s the true 
and real Cauſe of the Dilagreement of us 
Authors; and that's only Cant when they 
tell you, That 'tis becauſe many graſp at the 
Laurel and Prize of Madam Fame, who de- 
ſerve it not, and the Arrogance of thoſe 
that have any Pretence ro them. For Gen- 
tlemen, you may believe me who am an 
Author ; all this ſnarling is nothing, upon 
my Honour, but for the Cruſt, fince V Vit 
is not now, when 'tis made a Trade, what it 
was in the time of Auguitnus, when Authors 
Lov'd one another; for they had both more 
Money, and more good Nature too, than we 


'have, 


So much for the Criticks, Authors, -Book- 
ſellers, the Book, and the Age: Now for 
my ſelf; gad, all I have to fay as to that;

S I R, 1592. 


AS you cannot lay your Ccmmands upon 
any Perſon more ready to ſerve you, 
in all kinds where I am capacitated ; ſo in 
this your Enquiry about the Heathen Oracles, 
you could not have made choice of a 
weaker and more unable Friend to aſſiſt you 
than my ſelf, if you reſp2*t cither Learn- 
ing or Judgment. However, that you ma 
{ee my readineſs to comply with you in uf 
things, I have herein ſent you a ſhort and 
imperfect Collection, which I made ſeveral 
Years ago, upon that Subject. 
Bb'4 You 
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You muſt firſt obſerve the Difference be- 
tween Revelations and Oracles : VVhich was 
only this ; That Revelations, for the moſt 

rt, were involuntarily obtruded by the 
Frielt ; whereas Oracles were only given 
ſeiſcitantibus, to thoſe who demanded 
them. Now, for the manner of the 
Delivery of the Oracles, it was perform'd 
wholly by the Prieſts, who officiated in 
thoſe places; where pretending that their 
Gods infpird them, bo began with ſome 
dreadful Sound or Noiſe our of the hollow 
Caves wherein they lay conceal'd : from 
whence, with an aſtoniſhing Voice, they de- 
tver d tlictir Oracles, ſometimes according to 
tizcir own Sence or Intereſt, and ſometimes 
according to that of the Magiſtrates, as De- 
moſthenes notes, where he ſaith, That the 
Pythian, or Delphic Oracle, did Philippizein, 
{peak that which Philip of Macedon would 
have it. In other places, other kind of Pre- 
ludia were given to them. 

Burt Herodotus tells us, That the Oracle of 
Trpiter Hammon was the moſt Ancient in 
Lybia ; and that of Dedons, in Greece, The 
Dodonean Prieſts gave this Origine to their 
Oracle, That Two Doves fl:d out of Ee pt ; 
One whereof came to Epirss, where, out 
of a Beech-Tree, ſhe ſpake Humans Foc, 
commanding that a Temple ſhould be erected 
in that very place, ſaying, That Jove would 
prelide therein, and give Oracles. In like

fled ro the place in Lyhia, where the Temple 
ot Tupiter Hammon was built.

As alſo, V Vhether the 
Doves that Noah is faid to haye ſent our, 
alluded not to the Doves here mentioned..-- 

The Temple of. 7upicrer Hammon was 
among the Garamantes im Lybia, ſituate in an 
exceeding hot and barren. Soil ; near to 
which was a- very lofty and thick VVoed, 
wherein divers Springs aroſe, very commo- 
dzous for the. retreſhment of wearied Tra- 
vellers, There: was likewiſe another Grove 
of Oaks adjoyning ro- Deana, which Trees 
were feignd to have been Vocal, or Talka- 
tive, Now. the manner of cloathing the 
Image of _ Fupicer Hammon was with a 
Goat's Skin, aud coverd with- a- Goat's 
Head : But when the Prieſts demanded An- 
twers. of him, then they carry'd him - forth 
with a pompous Attendance, ſinging certain 
Hymns, or Patria Carmiza, to him. After 
which, the propitious Image did not Vocal 
expreſs his Mind, but only by diftcrent Nods 
and Signs, (caus d, I doubt not, by certain 
Engines that were movd in the hollow 
Trunk of tie Image, as I have feen ſome 
mov d by Clock-work ; ) which Nods-and 
Signs the Prieſts interpreted according to 
their ſeveral Fancies or Interetts, 
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The moſt. famous Oracles were generally 
in. Greece : Of which were- the. Oracle 
ot Pythia and Delphos ; the Trophorniam ; 
that of Amphiarens ; that of the Branchide 
in Mileſia; and the Saberm. in Phecis. To 
all which many repair'd ; and when they had 
receivd their Oracles, return'd 'with rich 
Gifts for the fame, to fatten the- Prieſts, 
Bur rhe moſt eminent of theſe. Oracles, was 
the Pythian; whoſe Temple ſtanding over 
x.deep hollow place, when the Pricits and 
athers approach d, the - Artificial : Vapours 
thiat proceeded thence, intoxicated and feiz d 
antheir Brain, enduing them (as 'tis repor- 
ed) with a: Prophetic: Spirit 4. which was a 
Mnd of Madneſs or Giddineſs, fuppoſed re- 
quifite by.. the Antients, before Men or Wo- 
Men nl be capable of Propheſying : Much 
itke what 1s reported of ſome Weſt- Indians, 
who. at- this: day, by fuming their Heads 
over -the-Smoak of Tobacco, w:lIl fall into a 
Trance for four. or five Hours, and fore-ſee 
what Ships- are making to their Ports, tho 
{ſeveral Days fail oft, and report where the 
Veſſels then- are when they awake. T his 
Pybian or Delphic Temple was valtly rich, 
and therefore often pillag'd by Thieves, as 
well as by the Reman Emperors ; for which 
reaſon, whoever had fo plunder'd them, and 
met with the leaſt misfortnne afterwards in 
the whole courſe of their Lives, (tho' never 
7 trivial or accadental,) the Prieſts were 
kire tg:anake it (as they did Brennxas's Death) 
a ſudg- 


a _ 
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a Judgment yy them for their Sacrilege : 
thinking to ſecure ther own Wealth the 
better, by erecting ſuch a Superſtition in the 
Minds of Others. . As for the Chiet-Prieft 
belonging to this Pythian Oracle, ſhe was 
always a Woman, and of above Forty Years 
of Age; becauſe a young Wench being in 
that Employ, was once raviſh'd for her 
Beauty, 

Now from theſe Oracles became their 
Religions ſo mix'd, and caſt into ſuch pr6- 
digious Forms, that they occation'd marry 
Innovations in the ſeveral Nations who con- 
ſulted them. So as py to theſe. Oracles, 
and partly to the Change of Empire, bur 
more-eſpecially, and above all, to Prieſt- 
Craft, the Mulriplicity of Religions in thoſe 
Times muſt be attributed.” Nothing more 
betrays the Couzenage of theſe Oracles, than 
the Ambiguities of their Anſwers ; being 
moſtly ſuch as would admit of two different 
Interpretations. For Inſtance :
